In  answer 
to  a  question,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Mellon  informed  the  com- 
mittee that  the  preaent  administration  had  received  no  tuffestion 
that  the  w  ar  debts^he  cancelled.  $tich  a  j^roppsal^  if  made,  Wft<lM  not 
be  considered,  he  intimated.

Chief  Fry  repre- 
aented  the  city  at  this  year's  oenvan- 
tlan  of  tha  association,  held  In  Mont- 
real  from  July  4-S., 

The  Chief  of  Police  report. i(  an  In- 
teresting and  SUCCCKoful  .-ntiventlon  of 
his  brother  offlcern  from  till  partH  of 
the  i>oniinion  .N'eaily  two  hundred 
cleleRatcM  wore  |)rtscnt.  Questions 
(li.s<  u''Hed  Included  that  of  the  status 
or  the  municipal  polleaman.  with 
Bi>eciai  referenea  to  prokleiaa  at  pay 
and  pensions. 

A  decision  of  the  convention  of 
outstanding  Interest  to  the  people  of 
Victoria  was  that  which  hritnts  next 
Near's  rneetinjj  to  thl."«  city.  Chief  l'"ry 
wa.>t  energetic  in  the  spade  work 
which  resulted  in  thi.'<  ai-tlon.  The  ex- 
hct  date  of  the  meeting  has  not  yet 
been  ^e(tIed.  hut  It  Will  probably  be 
l.eld  about  thto  time  next  year.
